This is in response to your faxed correspondence dated and received in 
the National Reconnaissance Office (NRO) on 18 April 2018. Pursuant to the 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), you are appealing the NRO’s initial 
determinations on these cases: 





F~2016-00130 —- Request for a copy of the NRO Congressional Budget 
Justification Book for Fiscal Year 1996; and 


F-2017-00088 — Request for a copy of the Congressional Budget Justification 
for FY 2018. 


We have accepted your appeals. We will notify you when the NRO 
Appellate Authority makes a determination regarding each appeal. In the 
event that we are unable to provide a determination within the 20 working 
days stipulated by the FOIA, you have the right to consider this a denial of 
your appeal, and may seek a judicial review in a United States District 
Court in accordance with 5 U.S.C. § 552, as amended. To preserve your 
administrative appeal rights, however, we recommend that you allow us 
sufficient time to continue processing your appeals and respond as soon as 
we can. You will then have the right to contest any adverse determinations 
after you receive the final Appellate Authority determinations from us. 
Unless we hear otherwise from you, we will assume that you agree and will 
continue processing your FOIA appeals on this basis.
